To  the  Coalville  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr  Chairman  and  Gentlemens,  ■ 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  a report  respecting 
the  health  and  sanitary  condition  of  the  Urban  District  for 
the  year  1 939. 

The  report  follows  the  instructions  contained 
in  Circular  ^ dated  the  i 6th  February,  1940,  from 
the  Ministry  of  Health,  and  modified  by  Circular  2067p 
dated  the  1 9th  July,  1940,  respecting  the  contents  and 
arrangement  of  the  Annual  Reports  of  Medical  Officers  of 
Health. 

Circular  206?  states:-  "In  view  of  the 
increasing  pressure  of  work  in  the  public  health  department 
of  local  authorities  and  the  need  for  strict  economy  in  the 
use  of  paper  the  Minister  considers  that  interim  reports 
only  should  be- made  for  the  year  1939*"  The  present  report 
is,  therefore,  in  many  respects  an  interim  one,  but  an  attempt 
has  been  made  to  give  as  full  an  account  of  certain  branches 
of  the  work  as  in  previous  years.. 

For  the  last  few  months  of  the  year,  your  Medical 
.Officer  of  Health  gave  much  time  to  work  in  connection  with 
Air  Raid  Precautions,  whilst  your  Chief,  Sanitary  Inspector, 
who  is  also  Chief  Billeting  Officer,  throughout  almost  the 
whole  year,  and  certainly  from  the  commencement .of  evacuation 
in  September  devoted  almost  his  whole  time  to  work  in 
connection  with  billeting.  The  result  of  this  has  been  that 
much  sanitary  wohk  fhich  ordinarily  would  have  received 
attention  could  not  have  that  attention  which  your  staff 
7;ould  have  liked  'to  have  given.

SAITITARY  •CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THL  AREA. 

Water  Sunnly. 

The  sources  of  the  public  water  supply  are  the  same 
as  indicated  in  previous  reports. 


46  samples  of  toiwi  water  were  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination  during  the  year^  with  the 
following  results 
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Chemical  analysis  shewed  that  the  water  was 
satisfactory. 


706  yards  of  4"  water  main  was  laid  during  the  year. 

45  houses  formerly  drawing  water  from  private  wells 
were  connected  to  the  town  mains  during  the  year,  in 
addition  to  245  connections  to  newly  erected  houses. 

5 samples  'of  water  from  private  wells  were  submitted 
for  analysis  and  all  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory. 

16  private  wells  v/ere  closed  during  the  year. 

The  amount  of  water  pumped  during  1939  was  194, 094,000 
gallons,  an  increase  of  5,042,000  gallons  on  the  amount 
pumped  during  1938. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage* 

The  New  Swannington  and  Thornborongh  areas  have  been 
.provided  with  sewers  during  the  year,  a'" total  length  of 
1471  yards  having  been  laid,  and  the  old  outfall  works  at 
'New  Swannington  have  consequently  been- abolished;- 

In  addition  a further  total  of  379  y^^ds  was  laid 
to  provide  for  new  building  developments 

No  extensions  were  made'  at  either  of  the  Sewage 
Disposal  Works. 

7 houses  have  been  redrained  and  56  have  had 
extensions  or  alterations  to  existing  drains. 

Rivers  and  Streams. 

No  further  complaint  was  received  with  respect  to 
the  alleged  pollution  of  Hugglescote  brook,  and  no  further 
action  has  yet  been  possible  as  regards  the  small  outfall 
works  at  Bardoh  Hill.  17  samples  of  brook  water -were 
submitted  for  examination  during  the  year.

In  the  autumn,  cases  were  notified  in  considerably  increased 
degree,  with  the  result  that  efforts  were  again  made  to 
secure  your ' permission  to  put  a scheme  into  operation  as 
soon  as  possible.

These  diseases  became  notifiable  "in  .'October  in 
terms  of  tile  Measles  and  Yi/hooping  Gough  Regulations,  1939?

The  influx  of  considerable  numbers  of  evacuated 
children  at  the  beginning  of  hostilities  appears  to  have 
had  no  appreciable  effect  on  the  Incidence  of  ^’infectious 
disease  generally.
